No. 44-Pres./64 , — The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantly to the undermentioned officer of 
the Uttar Pradesh Police : —

Shri Virendra Singh Pachauri, 

Sub-Inspector of Police, Civil Police, 

Etawah District, Uttar Pradesh. 

Statement of services for which, the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the morning of the 12th January 1959, Shri Virendra 
Singh Pachauri, Station Officer, Auraiya, Etawah district, 
received reliable information that the armed gang of notorious 
dacoit Moharmania Kachhi had assembled in a house in 
village Rahat-ka-purwa prior to committing a dacolty in the 
house of one Manna Misra of village Bhaopur, P. C. Auraiya. 
Shri Pachauri conveyed this information to the Superintendent 
of Police who immediately collected all the available police 
and proceeded to village Rahat-ka-purwa. 

The Police party was divided into two sections. One 
formed an outer cordon under a Sub-Inspector in order to 
cover exit routes, while the second, under Sub-Inspector 
Shri Virendra Singh Pachauri and a Reserve Inspector, 
formed the inner cordon which had to lead the attack on the 
Jacobs’ position. As soon as the men in this police party 
had taken their positions, Shri Pachauri called on the dacoits 
to surrender. At this, the dacoits opened fire on the police. 
The police returned their fire, By evening when the dacoits 
had not surrendered, Shri Pachauri again challenged them 
and said that the house would be set on fire unless they did 
so. This had the desired effect and the dacoits came out of 
the house but continued to fire intermittently at the police 
party. In the gun dud that ensued, Shri Pachauri wounded 
the leader of the gang and was himself hit in the hand. A 
Head Constable then shot the leader dead. Two other dacoits 
were also killed and one was arrested. The fifth dacoit, 
however, managed to escape. A large quantity of arms and 
ammunition was recovered from the dacoits. 

In this encounter Shri Virendra Singh Pachauri displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a 
high order in utter disregard of his personal safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 12th January, 1959. 

No. 45-Pres./M . — -The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
the Andhra Pradesh Police : —

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 4th July, 1963, Constable Mohammed Jaffer was on 
point duty at Taj ‘T’ Junction, Abid Road in Hyderabad City. 
At about 0910 hours, a car driver disobeyed the traffic 
signal and proceeded towards the main road and stopped, 
When asked to reverse the vehicle, the driver reversed his 
vehicle in a careless manner and dashed against another 
vehicle. When Constable Mohammed Jaffer approached the 
offending driver, he smelt liquor and grew suspicious. 
Suddenly the car driver tried to speed away. In order to 
stop the vehicle he clung desperately to the front door of the 
car. The driver then drove the car away at a very high 
speed disobeying all traffic signals. Undettered by the speed 
of the car and at great personal risk, Constable Mohammed 
Jaffer hung on to the car. The driver turned left towards 
Chapel Road and then right towards the Public Garden. He 
then hit the Constable on his face and hands and with the 


help of the other persons in the car succeeded in dislodging'. 
Constable Mohammed Jailer and sped away. Constable- 
Mohammed Jaffer fell on the road and sustained multiple 
injuries. In the meantime the car was chased by some mem- 
bers of the public and a Police Jeep. Finally one of the 
chasing cars and the Police Jeep managed to stop the fleeing 
car and recovered from it 3 bottles of Brandy and 500’ 
bottles of tincture with a high alcoholic content. 

In his desperate bid to stop the offending car . driver,. 
Constable Mohammed Jailer exhibited conspicuous gallantry, 
presence of mind and a high sense of devotion to duty at 
great personal risk. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the- 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 4th July, 1963.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been- 
awarded. 

On the 14th September 1958, Shri* Sheodutt Singh as 
Offlcer-in-charge Rajmahal Police Station, received reliable 
information of an intended dacoity in the house of one Shri 
Ramjiwan Ram in Village Bududih. Shri Sheodutt Singh 
immediately organized a raiding party which included another 
Sub-Inspector, an Assistant Sub-Inspector and a Constable;- 
and en route at Teenpahar Railway Station added a Havildar 
and four Constables of the District Armed Police to his force. 
On arriving at Bududih, Shri Sheodutt Singh contacted the 
Mukhia of the village who joined the Police party with three 
other villagers. 

Shri Sheodutt Singh effectively positioned the Police party,, 
and, within half an hour of his doing so, a formidable gang 
of about 35 dacoits armed with a variety of weapons, 
attacked the house of Shri Ramjiwan Ram. Shri Sheodutt 
Singh and his party challenged the dacoits who turned their 
attention on them and opened fire. The Police returned their 
fire and in the ensuing gun battle shot dead four dacoits and 
injured a number of others. Shri Sheodutt Singh himself and 
two Constables also received injuries. Although greatly out- 
numbered, the Police put up stiff resistence and forced the 
dacoits to retreat. Shri Sheodutt Singh and his men pursued 
the dacoits for a long distance and though they made good 
their escape in the adjoining jungles and hills, some of them 
were later arrested. 

In this encounter, Shri Sheodutt Singh displayed conspi- 
cuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a high- 
order.
